Of the Ametican People,

INDORSED BY PRESIDENT TAFT 


| 

Value and Possibilities of a Scheme 
First Formulated by the Committee 
of American Association For Ad- 
vancement of Science—How the Pub- 
lic Can Evince Its Interest. 


By Pau KENNADAY. 
{Secretary of the subcommittee on public- 
ity of the committee of one hundred of 
the American Association For the 
Advancement of Science on National 
Health.) 


The death rate in America might be 
cut in two if we were to apply the ex- 
isting knowledge of hygiene to our 
living conditions. 

This is the statement of so compe- 
tent an authority as Dr. William H. 
Welch of Johns Hopkins university 
and president of the American Asso- 
ciation For the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, 

And what are we going to do about 
it? The facts are cold and _ bare. 
One million five hundred thousand 
persons must die in the United States 

, during the next twelve months; equiv- 
alent to 4,200,000 persous will be con- 
stantly sick; over 5,000,000 homes, con- 
sisting of 25,000,000 persons, will be 
made more or less wretched by mor- 
tality and morbidity. Of the people 
living today over 8.000,000 will die of 

' tuberculosis, and the federal govern- 
ment does not raise a hand to help 
them. 

It is not that the people of the Unit- 
ed States, with the machinery they 
have established for their protection 
and government, are not able to help 
themselves. We can and do spend 
thousands of dollars to stamp out 
cholera from our pigs. 3ut for the 
alleviation or cure of disease of our 
hearts or kidneys, which will carry 
off over 6,000,000 of us, not a thing do 
we do to call to our aid the mighty 
power of our government. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
expended by the department of agri- 
culture in saving the lives of elm trees 
from the attacks of beetles. But 
where is the department that will keep 
from our babies the parasitic growths 
that thrive in the milk they drink? 

The department of agriculture warns 


our farmers over the whole land 
against the blights affecting potato 


plants. Sut that the farmers them- 
selves and other human beings in the 
United States to the number of 8,000,- 
000 will perish of pneumonia is ac- 
cepted by us all with an oriental res- 
ignation that seems to say, “’Tis the 
will of Allah.” 


Vast Field Untouched. 

Individual cities and separate states, 

} 
it is true, are doing much more to pro- 
tect the health and lives of their citi- 
zens than ever before., But there is a 
vast field untouched by any to which 
the national government should apply 
itself. 

That the states have departmeuts of 
agriculture of their own, agricultural 
colleges, cattle inspection and meat 
regulations is not considered cause for 
the abandonment of the federal de- 
partment of agriculture. As President 
Taft said in his first annual message 
to congress: 

The opportunities offered fer useful re- 
search and the spread of useful informa- 
tion in regard to the cultivation of the 
soil and the breeding of stock and the 
solution of many of the intricate prob- 
lems {n progressive agriculture have dem- 
onstrated the wisdom of establishing the 
department of agriculture. Similar rea- 
sons of equal force can be given for the 
establishment of a bureau of health that 
shall not only exercise the police ris- 
diction of the federal government respect- 
ing quarantine, but which shall also af- 
ford an opportunity for investigation and 
research by competent experts into ques- 
tions of health affecting the whole cou 
try or important sections thereof, ques- 
tions which in the absence of federal gov- 
ernmental work are not likely to be 
promptly solved. 

Indorsed by Physicians. 

Public bealth officers themselves are 
well nigh unanimous inv the opinion 
that a national health bureau would be 
of great utility, and the medical pro- 
fession has heartily and repeatedly in- 
corsed the project. 

Greater efficiency would at once re- 
suit from merely the consolidation in 
one bureau of the present public health 
and marine hospital service, the divi- 
sions of foods and drugs of the bu- 
reau of chemistry and of all the other 
present functions of the several na- 
tional executive departments engaged 
in work pertaining to human health 
and sanitation. ‘These health agencies 
of the national government are often 
doing excellent work, but at every 
hand they encounter obstacles to their 
complete usefulness. It is as if the 
unified concentrated activities of the 
department of agriculture were scat- 
tered about among the treasury de- 
partment, the department of the inte- 
rior, the department of commerce and 
labor—wherever, in fact, chance or the 
mere stress of departmental business 
might suggest a resting place for now 
one, now another, branch of the goy- 
ernment’s extensive agricultural work 

Attracting Wide Attention. 

The situation calls loud for a rem- 
edy, and it is attracting at last a wide 
attention. The committee of one hun- 
dred organized by the American Asso 
ciation For the Advancement of Sci- 
ence has taken up the seabject with 
energy and hopes to secure the backing 
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of every organization in the United 
Btates futerested in public health. 

Since the unqualified indorsement 
given by President Taft to the plan for 
a national bureau of health, first for- 
mulated by the committee, the members 
of the committee have been encour- 
nged to believe that congress will this 
year establish their long desired bu- 
reau. 

Only one thing stands in the way of 
this measure, full of possibilities for 
food to the American people—tHe fail- 
ure of the people themselves to evince 
their genuine interest in the proposal.

“Professor George P. Baker of Har- 
vard,” Mrs. Marks said, “gave me the 
stimulus and inspiration to write a 
piece like ‘The Piper,’ as he has in- 
spired William Vaughn Moody, Percy 
Mackaye, Ridgeley Torrence and oth- 
ers who have been in close association 
with him and in sympathy with his 
purpose. Professor Baker is striving 
to make the American drama a thing 
to be respected and looked up to. 

“He wishes people to feel the impor- 
tance of it. His decided action where 
in the drama is concerned is being im 
itated now by every university of note 

“I would much rather let ‘The Piper’ 
do its‘own talking. Its production will 
be in capable hands. F. R. Benson will 
stage the drama and enact the piper 
himself. His wife will also 
prominent part in the preduction, and 
the rest of the characters will fall te 
the different players of Mr. Benson's 
company. 

“I have treated the myth in an en 
tirely new way. The piper is human 
ized. He is filled with a tender pas 
sion for all caged things and children 
The axis on which the play revolves is

though mother love plays a prominent 
part in its development. 
stands for humanity, and in its lines 
are contained many of the doctrines ] 
have tried to have my poems teach.

COLOR OF MAN’S SKIN 


Not to Be Considered Before 
Tribunal of Justice 


the 


New York, April 1.—George W. 
Griffin, a negro porter, was awarded 
$1000 damages for false arrest and 


imprisonment from Daniel M. Brady, 
a manufacturer, by a jury in the su- 
preme court here. 

The verdict derived interest from 
the fact that on a former trial of the 
case before Justice Dugro, the court, 
in setting aside the verdict of $2500 as 
excessive, laid down the dictum that 
a negro could not suffer shame to the 
same extent as a white man the 
result of false arrest. In charging 
the jury in the present trial, Justice 
McCall said: 

“The tribunal of justice has nothing 
to do with the color of a man’s skin, 
therefore it is your duty to return a 
verdict on the evidence without con- 
sidering in any way the race or color 
of this defendant.”

otherwise be. The only people whc 
benefit from the tariff are the consum- 
ers of beet sugar. 

William A. Graustein, president o! 
the Boston Dairy company, ascribed 
the high cost of milk to the number ot! 
cattle destroyed in Massachusetts be- 
cause of the boards of health, the 
doctors, the magazine writers and 
scientists possessed of an idea ol 
purifying milk. Thousands of cattle, 
have been killed and not re-

“The retailer fixes the price of beet 
he gets according to competition,” 
said Van Pelt. @#There is no existing 
agreement between the house of Ar- 
mour and the retail trade. The weath- 
er has a good deal to do with the mar- 
ket. 

“There has been a great deal of agi- 
tation as to the price of meat and the 
cost of living that seems to me unwar- 
ranted. What used to be luxuries are 
now necessities. The laboring classes 
are asking for better cuts than they 
did a few years ago. There are less 
cattle in sight than there were a year 
ago.

isn’t a retailer who cannot 
perfect freedom from any 
packer. The matter of putting up the 
price 75 percent one one cut and 20 
percent on another wholly refers to 
the retailer. 

“There is no fixed value on beef. 
We receive from Chicago the price 
they expect to get for the beef. They 
ship by the carcass and our branch 
houses sell that beef on commission. | 
It is not a minimum price because it} 
happens sometimes that we have to 
sell it at a little under the price given 
us.” } 

Charles H. Jones of the Common- 
wealth Shoe and Leather company! 
said: “The shoe machinery trust is 
practically equal partners with us in 
our business. We have to pay the 
company in the way of royalties as 
much as we make ourselves on our 
shoes. 

“We are face to face with the prob- 
lem of holding our own. In the past 
because of the skill of the American 
workman and his fertility of inven- 
tion we have been able to keep ahead 
of other countries in the production of 
shoes at low cost. 

“Nowadays, with American inventive 
ability stifled by the trust and with 
machines of equal type the world 
over, the competition will reach us.” 

George E. Keith, the Brockton 
shoe manufacturer, had this to say: 
“In my factory the average workman 
expects to do about so much and no 
more. I have been told by my fore- 
men that there are workmen. who' 
would like to do more if they were al- 
lowed to, but if a workman does more 
he is calted down by his fellow work- 
men.” 

The situation regarding the price of 
coal was thus explained by Edward 
Hamlin of the Metropolitan Coal com- 
pany: “There has been no agreement 
among coal dealers to raise the price 
of coal. There has been an increase 
of labor of from 49 to 50 percent. One 
great trouble is that the poor insist 
upon buying their coal in such small 
amounts that it costs them 30, 40 to! 
50 percent more.”

THE “SUBMERGED TENTH” 


Carnegie Thinks Its Members Should 
Be Barred From Marriage 

Pittsburg, April 2.—Andrew Carne- 
gie, starting a four-days’ visit to 
Pittsburg, caused a sensation in an 
interview in which he advocated the 
doctrine of allowing the “submerged 
tenth” to die a natural death by refus- 
ing marriage to its members. 

“I do not believe much in what is 
called philanthrophy,” said the iron- 
master. “The ‘submerged tenth’ 
should be dealt with by the state, and 
the day is coming when that class will 
be taken over by state officials, 
housed, clothed, bathed and fed, but 
never allowed to marry. The physi- 
cian will be called in first when a 
couple comes to marry and the minis- 
ter afterwards.”

The supply of material 
available for such use is almost 
limitless, and this Brock‘on enter- 
prise may lead the way to renewed 
activity in many a juarry where oper- 
ations have long since been aban- 
doned in the belief that nothing more 
of value could be taken from it. 
The rapid growth of cement and con- 
crete construction during the past few 
years has given a new value to many 
a hitherto practically worthless prop- 
erty.—iMilford Gazette.

EXPOSITION IN CHINA. 


American Products Will Be Shown at 
Nanking In May. 
Preparations are going forward rap- 
idly at Nanking, China, for the open- 
ing of the Nanyang exposition, or Na- 
tional Industrial exposition, as it is 
called. It is to be opened May 9 and 

to continue for six months, 

Hsi-Chen Hwang, director of works 
for the exposition, may be quoted as 
saying that there are to be sixteen 
large buildings, most of which are well 
on toward completion. Most of them 
are in English and ['rench styles of 
architecture. 

The exposition grounds cover an 
area of about 150 acres and are Jaid 
out artistically with ponds, lawns, 
trees, flowers of every Chinese variety, 
pavilions and graveled walks leading 
to the several entrances. Display light- 
ing with electricity will be a feature 
of the decoration of the grounds 
Among the amusements will be a hip 
podrome, Chinese theater and other 
shows, both Chinese and foreign. Mu- 
sic will be furnished by the new army 
military band. A miniature railroad 
on the grounds will be one of the at- 
tractions. 

The exposition grounds are reached 
directly from the railroad by the Nan 
king city lines. Chinese capitalists 


| have furnished the funds for suitable 


forelgn hotels near the grounds. There 
will be accommodations for 1,000 
guests at these hotels. It fs expected 
that there will be 10,000 to 15,000 vis 
itors daily to the grounds. 

The total cost of the exposition is 
estimated at $700,000. Twenty-two 
provinces of China are to be represent- 
ed in the exhibits, and 5,000 square 
feet each have been allotted to Amer- 
ican, English, German and Japanese

Features of Selective System 
Invented by Oklahomans, 


STEERING OF BOATS FROM LAND 


Inventors Claim They Can Operate 
Any Number of Machines In Any Di- 
rection—Assert They Can Send Out 
Any Number of Torpedo Boats and 
Operate Them at Will. 


Lee and Ray Clark, young men liv 
ing near Mutual, Okla., have invented 
an electrical apparatus which is now 
being exhibited before officials of the 
war department at Washington which 
makes possible private communication 
by wireless telegram and enables the 
operator to propel, guide and control 
any boat, carriage or other vehicle 
driven by electricity, steam or gaso 
line. The system is known as the 
“wireless selection,” and the inventors 
say it is destined to become as useful 


| as and probably far more wonderful in 


the variety and extent of its powers 
than the wireless telegraph system. 
Its Messages Are Private. 
Under the Marconi system of wire 


Sless messages cun be heard by any one 


with the proper instruments for re 
ceiving the waves, but with the Clark 
Wireless the operator can select his 
receiver. He calls up any instrument 
desired and it records his message au 
tomatically, rendering the communica- 
tion as private in nature as under the 
present telephone system, where th 
operator calls a certain number by 
mezns of certain wire connection, This

These boats were fit 
ted out with electric lights, placed in a 
lake about a quarter of a mile away, 
but in view of the operators, and from 
that distance they were guided with 
ease in any direction desired. The 
electric lights were lighted and extin 
guished at will, the demonstration Le 
ing made by moonlight. 

A Farm Wagon Run by It. 

A heavy farm wagon was fitted out 
with the new appliance, and the Ciarks 
sat in their room whd guided the 
wagon with the same precision a 
man’s hands are guided by the 
of his mind, An automobile was sim 
larly handled, and many other dem 
onstrations of like nature were made 


as 


cs 
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thoroughiy establishing the success of 
the invention, 

Aside from actual demonstrations 
made by the Clarks at their farm, they 
cluim to be able to send out any given 
number of torpedo boats and operate 
them at will. These boats can be 
made to maneuver far out at sea and 
brought back one at a time or in any 
number desired. War balloons, air- 
ships and all other like craft can be 
governed in like manner, Distance 
will not serve to diminish the power 
or eflicient operation of the machine 
any more than in wireless telegraphy 

A few weeks ago several friends of 
the Clarks were invited to the Clark 
farm to see the invention demonstrat- 
ed. Responding to the invitation, sev 
eral Mutual residents spent the gréat- 
er part of a day observing the work 
ings of the new invention, the patent 
for which had been applied for at that 
time, that being their first public ex- 
hibition. Responsible men of Mutual 
returned that night declaring that the 
invention was a perfect success.

COLLECTOR FAILED 
TO PROGURE BOND 


Thereupon Removed From Of- 
fice by the Selectmen 


Watertown, Mass., April 4.— 
Charles A. Raymond, for the past 
six years tax collector of Watertown, 
was removed from that toffice by the 
selectmen because he failed to provide 
a bond as required by the bylaws of 
the town. 

Raymond was re-elected last month 
by a big majority. According to the 
bylaws he is required to furnish a 
satisfactory bond within ten days af- 
ter his election. He failed to do this 
and the selectmen notified him that 
that they would extend the time for 
tiling the bond for a week This was 
on account of the bond being increased 
from $20,000 to $50,000 this year. 

At the end of that time he failed to 
furnish the bond and the selectmen 
granted him 4n additional week. As 
he failed to provide the bond they 
notified him that they had declared 
the office vacant. 


TO ASSUME THE OFFENSIVE 


Taft and His Friends Will Take the 
Stump to Answer Critics 

Washington, April 4.—The Taft ad- 
ministration is about to defend itself 
aggressively before the people of the 
United States. Convinced that the

President of Fidelity and Casualty

In Alleged Deal to Secure $10,000

New York, April 4.—State Senator 
Timothy D. (Big Tim) Sullivan had 
his innings in the fire insurance 
scandal. 

In a brief interview he countered on 
George F. Seward, president of the 
Fidelity and Casualty company, who 
testified recently in the investigation 
that a man named Brown, connected 
with the state prison at Sing Sing, 
summoned him there and demanded 
$10,000 in behalf of Sullivan for sup- 
pressing legislation hostile to the in- 
surance interests. 

Mr. Seward. then testified that he 
replied to Brown: “Tell Mr. Sullivan 
for me to go to hell.” 

Senator Sulivan retorted, 
tion to a repetition of his previous 
emphatic denials of the whole inei- 
dent, “Let Mr. Hotchkiss look up re- 
port No. 134 of the Forty-Ninth con- 
gress, entitled ‘Investigation of George 
W. Seward.’” 

Mr. Seward is more than 70 years 
old and is a nephew of William H. 
Seward, secretary of state in Lin- 
cabinet, and was at one time 
United States minister to China. 

The report contains the history of 
an investigation by the house commit-

tee on expenditures in the state de- 
partment begun on Feb. 26, 1878. 
A majority of the committee rec- 


ommended that Seward be impeached 
“of high crimes and misdemeanors in 
Office,” saving he was “guilty of 
bribery in his official capacity of judge 
of consular court at Shanghai,” an of- 
fice he had held before he became 
minister. 

The minority recommended his ac- 
quittal, and the proceedings were 
subsequently dropped. 

Mr. Seward said in his office: “I 
had been instrumental in sending 
home several consular officials for 
misconduct and they made all sorts of 
charges against me in return. The 
prosecution failed.”

CONGRESSMAN FOSS. 


Democrat Who Achieved a Remarkable 
Victory In Massachusetts. 

In one of the greatest political land- 
slides ever known in New England 
Eugene Noble Democrat, re- 
cently carried the Fourteenth congres- 
sional district, defeating his Republic- 
an opponent, William R. Buchanan of 
Brockton, Mass., by 5,640 plurality. He 
js a brother of Congressman George E. 
Foss of Mlinois and has lived in 
Boston over twenty years. He was 
born on a furm in West Berkshire, Vt., 
Sept, 24, 1858, was educated in St. 
Albans, Vt., and in 1ST7T went to the 
University of Vermout at Burlington, 
where he remained two years, leaving 
college to begin a business career. For 
a time he was a traveling salesman 
In 1882 while introducing a_ patent 
drying apparatus he impressed B. F. 
Sturtevant, a Boston millionaire manu 
facturer, with his ability and apparent 
executive capacity. He was employed 
by Mr. Sturtevant, rose rapidly and 
finally won the heart of Miss Sturte 
vant, his employer's daughter. Upon 
the death of Mr. Sturtevant some years 
ago the entire munagement of the Stur 
tevant Blower company fell to Mr 
loss. He is interested in gas and coke 
companies in the east and fs a stock 
holder in the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Ie and other railroads, 

Congressman Toss is a manufac- 
turer, banker and capitalist of Bos 
ton. He had been twice defeated for 
congress in the Eleventh district. 

Mr. Foss is a man of great intellec- 
tual power, enormous cuergy and un- 
limited resources. The Foss brothers 
came originally from Vermont. Both 
left home early in life and went into 
business for Eugene in 
Massachusetts and George in Illinois. 
The one just elected became a manu 
facturer and amassed a fortune. He 
had always been a Republican, but 
left that party on the tariff and other 
issues. z 

“My brother’s election is nothing 
less than a miracle,” said Representa- 
tive Foss. “But he is 2 great fighter, 
and I am not surprised. We are very 
fond of each other, but i suppose we 
will have some warm times when he 
comes to Wasbington and sits in the 
chamber opposite me.” 

Mr. Foss was elected to fill the un- 
expired term of the late William C. 
Lovering, who died recently.

HOW THEY 
COMPA 


The New Argentine Battlesh p 
and the Wyoming 


The Scientific American says rela- 
tive to the battleship Acorazado be- 
ing built at Quincy for the Argentine 
Republic: 

‘omparison will naturally be insti- 


tuted between the Argentine vessels 


and our latest .Dreadnoughts, the 
Wyoming and Oklahoma. They are 
fifty feet longer, have about 3 feet 
more beam, about a foot less draft, 
and their displacement is 1500 tons 
greater. The ships ave as fully pro- 
tected, and if expectations are ful- 
filled, they will have two Knots great- 
er speed, a result to which their 
greater length and finer lines will 
largely contribute 

The armor plan appears to be 


about the same, with the addition, 
howeber, of a certain amount of 
special protection against under- 
water attack. Because of the em- 
placement of the two central turrets 
diagonally, the end-on ‘fire, both fore 
and aft. will be double that of ‘our 
ships; the broadside fire will ‘be 
about the same. 

A study of the inboard profile re- 
veals a symmetrical disposition both 
of the gun and motive-power weights 
and one is impressed with the fact 
that, with the exception of the after- 
most pair of guns, the battery is 
carried high above the water upon a 
lofty unbroken spar deck extending 
some 450 feet throughout the length 
of the ship. 

Another excellen feature is that the 
secondary battery is mounted entire- 
ly upon the main deck, or one deck 
higher than in our own Wyoming. 
Hence, these guns should be capable 
of service in practically any weather 
in which an action could be carried 
on. The main battery is mounted in 
two stepped turrets forward and a 
similar pair aft, and in the two tur- 
rets placed en echelon amidships. 

The single military mast, built ap- 
parently of open steel trusswork, is 
placed exactly at the centre cf the 
ship, and below it are the engine- 
room compartments containing the 
propelling tufbines. Immediately 
fore and aft of the engine-room art 


the iurret hoists and ammunition 


rooms for the central pair of tur- 
rets. Fore and aft of these are the 
two separate sets of  boiler-room 
compartments; while fore and aft of 
these compartments, again, are the 
turret hoists and ammunition rooms 
for the forward and after pairs ol 
turrets 

The separation of the one military 
mast from the neighborhood of the 
forward turrets is advantageous, in- 
asmuch as it is thereby removed from 
the favorite aiming point of modern 
gunnery, which is a little forward of 
the base of the foremast. 

The position of the six-inch bat- 


tery, with a protection of eight in- 
ches of armor below and six inches 
in front of it, must be considered 
very satisfactory, although the protec- 
tion is not equal to the nine inches 
afforded to the five-inch battery on 
our latest ships. Excellent also is 
the protection of the smokestack to 
a height of fifteen feet above the 
spar deck by a special eteel plate 
1 1-2 inch in thickness.

Yankee Veterans Want It Removed 
From National Hall of Fame 

Boston, April 7.—At the Grand 
Army state encampment in this city

SAYS “EVIL GENIUS”

Wolter Declares He Will Be 
Saved When It Is Necessary 


NeW York, April.7.—The strangest 
defense ever advanced in a murder 
case was presented when Albert Wol- 
ter declared in his cell in the Tombs 
that a man who had been his “evil 
genius” during the time he has been 
in New York killed 15-year-old Ruth 
Wheeler in the Wolter apartment. 

“This man would stop at nothing,” 
said Wolter. “He gained a strange 
control over me several years ago. 
He frightened me, browbeat me, 
blackmailed me. Yet he always pro- 
fessed to like me very much. I now 
have a letter from him in which he 
admits having killed Ruth Wheeler 
and says he will come forward and 
save me when ‘it is necessary. 

“I first met my evil genius at Coney 
Island, when I went there with my 
parents. The last time I saw him was 
the day before I was arrested, 
charged with killing Ruth Wheeler.”

San Jose, C. R., April 7.—At the 
most orderly election in the history of 
the country, President Ricardo Jimin- 
ez, Republican, was elected president 
14, which begins on May 8.

FORTUNE FOR A FRANS HALS. 


Description of Painting For Which 
Otto Kahn Paid $500,000, 

A magnilficcat “Pamily Group” paint 
ed by Freus Hals, the famous painter, 
for which Otto H. Kahn, the New 
York banker, recently paid $500,000, 
outbidding J. P. Morgan, and which 
has been lent to the Metropolitan mu 
seu, came from the collection of Colo 
nel Warde of Westerham. It was 
bought by John Warde at the William 
sristow sale held in Dover street, Lon 
don, in 1759 and remained in the 
Warde family, unknown to the public. 
until 1906, when it was shown in the 
Winter exhibition of old masters held 
at the Royal academy in 1006 and 
uroused the astouishment of the art 
critics that “in these days of connois- 
seurship and curiosity,” as the London 
Vimes put it, “such a chef d’oeuvre of 
one of the greatest of portrait painters 
should have hung for all these years 
entirely unknown in an English coun- 


The composition cousists of five fig- 
ures and a dog. Hals himself and his 
wife are in the center, with a- quaint 
expression of amusement on both 
faces. On the left is a boy, a stick in 
his right hand, his left thrust into his 
pocket. On the right stands a girl 
dressed in the stiff repetition of her 
mother’s costume, suitable to the 
daughters of gDutch families in that 
period, Between the mother and daugh- 
ter, somewhat in the rear, stands a 
black page dressed in a brown suit 
with a white collar. ‘The shaggy coat- 
ed dog at the girl's side is brown, and 
the grave color scheme contains no 
more positive note of color than the 
greenish blue of the painter's collar 
turned down over his black velvet 
coat, 

The background is a thick clump of 
trees on the left and on the right a 
flat country with the tojwn of Haarlem 
in the distance. The whole spirit of 
the scene is that of decorous guyety, 
superimposed upon a structure of al 
most austere dignity. Not only are the 
single figures spirited and alive, but 
their arrangement is brilliantly mau 
aged with a splendid rhythin of tone. 

The group is generally conceded to 
be much finer than the one now in the 
National gallery at London and fully 
equal to, if it dees not surpass, any of 
the famous groups at Uaarlem, The 
workinanship is free and vivid, and the 
period is ussumed to be about 1640, 
when the painter was between fifty 
and sixty years of ave and in the prime 
of his power. He married his second 
wife, Lysbeth Reniers, in 1617, and it 
is her intelligent face that is depicted 
With that subtle mingling of serious- 
ness and humor in the expression 
which Hals knew so well how to in- 
terpret with his slashing and exact 
stroke. 

The dimensions of the picture are six 
feet seven inches by nine feet four 
inches, considerably larger than the 
“Beresteyn Family” in the Louvre. «

Washington, April 7.—Announce- 
ment was made at the White House 
that President Taft will not visit In-

trip. The announcement was not ac- 
companied by much of an explana- 
tion. Secretary Carpenter simply 


said that in making up the itinerary it 


had béen found advisable to omit In- 
dianapolis. 
In view of the fact that the chief 


executive several days ago definitely 
decided to spend the afternoon and 
evening of May 5 in the Indiana capi- 
tal, the announcement has aroused 
much curiosity and prompted a great 
deal of comment. The general talk 
here is that the president is offended 
at the action of the Indiana Republi- 
can state convention.

of his family, which he had dropped 
outside of a house he had entered. 


In his confession, Spencer said that 


he did not intend to kill Miss Black- | 


stone or wound Miss Dow in the Dow 
house on Thursday night. He 
that when he saw the women in the 
house he fired his revolver on the im- 
pulse rather than with any intention 
of injuring anyone. He said that he 
had never entered a house with the 
intention of shooting any persons who 
might interfere with his operations, 
but believed that he might intimidate 
persons with the weapon if he should 
be detected in his burglaries.

Rome, April 7.—The_ series ol 
events connected with the cancella- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt's audience with 
the pope, and later his repudiation of 
the denunciatory statement issued by 
Pastor Tipple of the American Metho- 
dist church at Rome, added interest 
to the dinner given in Mr.

~ HILL'S ADVICE 


The Nation’s Great Need, Says 
Railroad Magnate, 


SCORES OUR WASTEFULNESS. 


Declares We Live In an Age of Finan- 
cial Delirium—Blames Extravagance 
For High Prices and Urges Economy. 
Every Dollar Unprofitably Spent 
Marks a Crime Against Posterity. 


James J. Hill, the venerable railroad 
builder and magnate, who delivered an 
address at the Minnesota conservation 
convention in St. Paul the other day 
in which he advocated the conserva- 
tion of capital, condemned extrava- 
gance as one of the causes of the in- 
crease in prices and told how the situ- 
ation described by him might be rem- 
edied. Mr. Hill declared that “we are 
living in an age of worldwide finan- 
cial delirium” and that “next after the 
conservation of the land, its area, use 
and fertility must come the conserva- 
tion of national capital in the form of 
cash and credit.” Mr. Hill said in part: 

“In our cities modern eXtravagance 
finds its most untrammeled expression. 
The total debt of the states, including 
all minor civil divisions, increased $13,- 
921,443, or 1.25 per cent, between 1880 
and 1890. Between 1890 and 1902 it 
increased $727,775,303, or G4 per cent. 

“Debt tigures, however, do not begin 
to tell the story of our national ex- 
travagance. Only a small part of our 


| expenditure is represented by debt ta- 
| bles. 


The rest is raised by increased 
taxation. 


How National Expenses Have Grown. 

“Although the great business expan- 
sion of this country began right after 
the civil war, the expenses for 1890 
were but $4,000,000 greater than those 
of twenty years before. Since 1890 
these expenditures have grown $20,- 
000,000 a year, until now they are 
1Z14 per cent more than they were 
eighteen years ago. The answer to 
the charge of a billion dollar session 
of congress is that this has become a 
billion dollar country. The apology is 
neither relevant nor true. It is not 
necessary that expense should increase 
in the same ratio as growth.

Vowerful 
forces are back of this movement. It 
has public sympathy. To resist is diffi- 
cult and may ke dangerous. As cost 
of production is chiefly labor cost, the 
price of the finished article must go 
op if the price of labor fs raised. This 
is just as trde of the furm as of the 
factory. 

“The saving feature of our situation 
is that it is not vomplex and that the 
remedy is not obscure. Let the rule 
be that every dollar unprofitably spent 
marks # crime agaiust posterity just 
as much as dves the dissipation of 
material resources. Expenditures must 
be cut down all along the line.”

ROBERT ANDERSON 
MAKES CONFESSION 


Was Author of “‘Parnellism and 
Crime” Articles In 1887 


London, April.8.—In an autobio- 
graphical article in Blackwood's 
Magazine Sir Robert Anderson admits 
authorship of the famous “Parnellism 
and Crime” series of articles published 
in The Times in 1887, which cul- 
minated in the publication of the 
Pigott forgery. Anderson was then 
adviser to the home office, and later, 
during the proceedings of the Parnell 
commission, became head of the in- 
vestigation division of Scotland Yard. 

In 1886 Mr. Gladstone formed a 
parliamentary alliance with Parnell, 
and proposed a home rule bill, which 
secured the support of all the Irish 
members, but caused a split in the 
Liberal party and restored Lord Salis- 
bury to power.

FOSS RECEIVES 
BIG OVATION 


Prolonged Applause as He Takes 
Qath as Congressman 


BROTHER ACTS AS HIS ESCORT 


New Member Will Be In Company of 
Republicans, as His Seat Is Located 
In “Cherokee Strip’—Uncle Joe Has 
Gracious Words For Mother of Two 
“Boys” and Asks “Which Is Which” 


Washington, April 8.—Eugene N. 
Foss, erstwhile Republican and now 
a full-fledged Democrat, elected to 
the house to succeed the late Rep- 
resentative William C. Lovering from 
the Fourteenth Massachusetts dis- 
trict, took the oath of office amid pro- 
longed applause on the Democratic 
side of the house, {In which most of 
the Republican insurgents joined 
heartily. 

After the journal had been rea@ and 
approved, Speaker Cannon presented 
to the house the certificate of Foss’ 
election, signed by Governor Draper 
of Massachusetts. Representative 
George E. Foss, a brother of the new 
member and chairman of the house 
committee on naval affairs, announced 
that the member-elect was present 
and ready to take the oath of office. 

As he stepped to his brother's side 


and escorted him down the centre 
aisle the Democrats broke into ap- 
pleuse, which continued until the 
speaker indicated that he was ready 
to administer the oath. After the 
speaker finished reading the Demo- 
crats again broke into applause, and 
the two brothers, one a Democrat and 


the other a Republican, walked up the 
centre aisle arm in arm. 

Although elected a Democrat, 
will find himself in the company of 
Republican members day. His 
desk is in that section of the house 
known as the “Cherokee Strip,” on 
the Democratic side, but used for the 
of Republican members. It 
happens that most of the members in 
the “Strip” are insurgents, prominent 
among them being Representative Nor- 
ris of Nebraska. The only Democrat 
in addition to Foss who is _ located 
there is Representative Roddenberry 
of Georgia.

He _ will probably 
speak in St. Paul, April 13, and Au- 
burn, N. Y¥., April 15. This is the 
district where George W. Aldridge, the 
local Republican boss, has seized the 
nomination to succeed the late James 
Breck Perkins. He is being violent- 
ly opposed by the progressive ele- 
ment. The Democrats have nominat- 
ed Havens, a partner of Perkins, and 
are hopeful, with the assistance of 
the Republicans, of electing him as a 
rebuke to the methods of the Repbli- 
can machine.

—The span of human lifeis no 
doubt increasing, but the _ statistics 
that are compiled to prove it are often 
delusive. For instance, the death-rate 
per thousand is affected by the great 
mortality among old people and chil- 
dren under five years of age. If in 
any community one or both of these 
classes is absent ,there will be a fic- 
titious evidence of increasing longevity 
not warranted by the facts. In France 
if fewer childrén are born than old 
people die, there will be a lowering 
of the death-rate per thousand, giv- 
ing France an apparent advantage 
over another country where more peo- 
ple die because more babies are born 
to die early. The only safe rule is 
to count the number of deaths at every 
age from birth to death. By this 
method it is proved that human life 
is lengthening. More people die @at 
eighty, ninety ,and one hundred than 
ever before. This is evidence that, 
on the whole, conditions of health and 
longevity are improving.—Christian 
Register.

BODY DANGLES IN MIDAIR 


Telephone Lineman Meets Instant 
Death Without Emitting a Sound 
Boston, April 9.—The body of 


Peter Mullen, the life taken out of the 
form through an electric current of 
2400 volts, hung by one leg, swaying 
back and forth on a cable high above 
the street fronting the hose house at 
East Milton last evening. 

Then came action by the firemen of 
the district, who put up a_ ladder, 
wound a rope about the body of Mul- 
len and lowered the remains to the 
street that it might be given over to 
the charge of an undertaken, for phy- 
sicians announced that death had been 
Instantaneous. 

The deadly high tension  eletric 
wire that had its place upon the pole 
along with the telephone cable was 
the cause of the electrocution. Mul- 
len, who was 30 years old, had gone 
up the pole to repair the telephone 
cable. One hand was placed upon 
the high tension wire, and he died 
without emitting a sound. 

Mullen was employed by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
company and was regarded as an ex- 
pert.

Arabian Coffee. 

The Arabian coffee maker, having pre- 
pared his tire of charcoal and placed 
bear it a huge pot containing wa- 
ter, takes a few handfuls of green cof- 
fee berries, carefully culls out all im- 
perfect berries and foreign substances 
and then places the best of the berries 
in an iron ladle held over the fire.

Despite the fact that the grand and 
great western circuits come together 
at Columbus, the directors of the 
meeting there are likely to feel some 
opposition as a result of the vote of 
the directors of the Michigan state 
fair recently, which voted to have a 
week's racing of grand circuit propor 
tions the week of Sept. 19. It will be 
recalled that when the grand circuit 
stewards met Detroit wanted two 
dates, but was unsuccessful in its ap- 
plication for a September sanction. 
Now, however, the state fair folks 
have decided to go it alone. 

This second Detroit meeting will fol- 
low the grand circuit meeting at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., which makes a rather fa- 
vorable shipment possible, while the 
story runs that some of the purses 
will be of sufficient size to make them 
worth while for any horseman to win. 
The racing at Detroit state fair will 
be along practically the same lines as 
have made trotting one of the features 
of the state fairs at Hamline and Mil- 
waukee. There are to be two $5,000 
early closing stakes, and altogether 
something over $25,000 in purse money 
is to be hung up. 

The great majority of driving as- 
sociations controlling a half mile 
track thoroughly believe at heart that 
the hopples should be abolished and 
feel that the gradual manner in which 
they are to disappear under the rule 
just adopted will not work much of 
hardship in the way of costing en 
tries, ‘The pity is that with hopples 
now limited in their career matinee 
organizations do not come out unant- 
mously against their use in club and 
interclub races instead of permitting 
the hoppled sidewheeler to compete 
on equal terms with the free legged 
pacer. 

The first $500,000 racing circuit in 
the history of the light harness horse 
was organized at Chicago re ently, 
when the stewards of the great west- 
ern circuit got together for their much 
belated annual meeting. They made 
up for lost time, however, in mapping 


out a circuit that not only for the rich- | 


ness of the prizes offered, but for 
duration and territory covered, is far 
more pretentious than anything ever 
before attempted. 

Just how far—if at all—the great 
western circuit will hurt some of the 
grand circuit tracks remains to be 
seen. It is a certainty, however, that 
fu the case of Walamazoo, Detroit, 
Cleveland and Columbus the circuit 
will be a benefit, as all of these tracks 
made application for and received the 
same dates in the great western cir- 
cuit as they now hold in the grand 
circuit. Some may construe that ac- 
tion as an indication of weakness on 
the part of the grand circuit tracks, 
but in any event it assures larger 
fields for the grand circuit meetings 
during those weeks in which the 
purses are of top notch proportions. 
Indeed, it is the $150,000 that ‘these 
four grand circuit tracks will hang up 
that sends the total of great western 
stakes and purses up beyond the half 
million figures. 

The great western circuit under its 
new makeup will opeu on July 4 at 
Fort Wayne, Ind., with weeks follow- 
ing at Terre Haute, Ind., and Grand 
Rapids, Mich., before joining forces 
with the grand cireuit for the Kala- 
mazoo (Mich.), Detroit and Cleveland 
meetings that follow upon consecu- 
tive weeks. The great western then 
jumps to Peoria, Galesburg, Joliet, IL, 
and the state fairs at Hamline, Minn., 
and Milwaukee lefore swinging in 
with Columbus for the meeting the 
last two weeks of September. 

Then comes Springfield, Ill., for the 
first week {n October, followed by a 
long jump into the far southwest, with 
Oklahoma City the first stopping point, 
followed by a week’s session each at 
Dallas, El Paso, Tex., and Phoenix. 
Ariz.. where the circuit ends the week 
of Noy. 9. But of course nobody ex- 
pects that any of the horses that start 
in at Fort Wayne will be in at the 
tinish at Phoenix. It is possible, of 
course, 1S was the case with Margin 
and a few others last season, but not 
altogether probable.

Action to Restrain Poachers Who Sup- 
ply the Great Millinery Markets Wil! 
Be Advocated at the International 
Ornithological Congress to Be Held 
at Berlin In May. 


To urge the world powers to unite 
{fn checking the commercial butchery 
that is known to be exterminating 
rapidiy the most valuable bird species 
from the face of the globe a conserva- 


tion movement of International scope 
was organized recently in New York 


city. 

At the fifth quinquennial convention 

of the international ornithological con- 
gress, which will be held In Berlin on 
May 30, an American representative 
from the National Association of Au- 
dubon Societies has been instructed to 
present for the consideration of the 
nations a plan for uniform protection 
against the army of poachers who 
scour the earth to supply its great 
millinery markets with the plumage 
of billions of the birds on whose nat- 
ural activities the human race must 
depend for agrictltural prosperity and 
sanitary safety. 
“To enlist México in.a_ tripartite 
agreement with the United States and 
Canada in the interest of the migra- 
tory birds of the North American con- 
tinent a representative from the Unit- 
ed States also Is preparing to appear 
before the Mexican congress. 


Campaign tn All Lands. 
Headed by the National Association 
of Fish and Game Commissioners, the 
North American Fish and Game Pro 


tective association and the American 
Ornithologists’ union, as well as the 
National Association of Audubon So- 
cletieés, this campaign of protest 
against the rapid .destruction of the 


feathered resources of every land will 
be carried from the United States to 
all civilized nations, 


Testimony from the foremost agri- 
enltural and hygienic scientists, show- 


ing the great part played by the insect 
enters in checking crop pests and by 
the sea birds in averting pestilence, is 
now being prepared as proof of the 
immediate need of their internationa! 
protection, 

Until the authorities of every nation 
join to check the illegal ratds of the 
scouts for the millinery markets who 
fre scouring the earth year, the 
ornithologists declare, no hope can be 
held out against quick and final ex- 
tinction of the most useful bird 
that inhabit every land.

Japanese Raid an Issue. 

Details of the raid of Japanese 
poachers upon the bird reserves of the 
United States about Hawail a short 
time have been received at New 
York and wil! be laid before the com- 
ing international conference with the 
growing demand for reciprocal bird 
protection among the nations. 

Ten tons of the feathers of valuable 
Pacific-American species, with the 
skins and wings of more than 259,000 


ago 


birds, have been found in the booty 
that the revenue cutter Thetis broutht 
back with twenty-five subjects of Ja- 
pan who had been landed on American 
soil to put In a year at killing and 
mutilating the tame flocks on these 
remote islands. While the value of 
these bloody trophies to the whole- 
sale millinery mgrket is estimated at 


$100,000, the bird Mfe that the Jap- 
destroyed in taking them is cal- 
culated to be worth to the people of 
the United States at least $1,000,000. 

“As long as billions of the most valu 
able birds of the earth may be de- 
Stroyed in some countries And shipped 
to the millinery centers in others it 
will be Impossible to prevent their ul- 
timate extinetion,’ said William 
Dutcher, president of the National As- 
sociation of Audubon Societies, at its 
headquarters in New York city. “For 
instance, the bird of paradise, one of 
the most striking and beautiful of 
nature's creations, is now on the verge 
of extinction. The sale of its plumage 
cannot be checked until the nations 
co-operate to this end 

“This trade in feathers is the chief 
cause of the world’s alarming loss of 
its bird resources, which are essential 
to the health and prosperity of the 
human race everywhere. Migratory 
birds know no geographical lines, and 
we not believe their existence 
should be menaced any longer by the 
lack of the uniform protective laws 
We propose to advocate to the world 
powers.”

FIGHT ON HIS HANDS 


Democratic Opponent Will Make

St. Paul, April 12.—James A. 
Tawney, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives, faces his most difficult 
political campaign in the First con- 
gressional district of Minnesota. He 
was the only Minnesota congressman 
who did not turn insurgent when the 
tariff bill was pending, and it was in 
the “saving his face” at home 
that President Taft journeyed to 
Winona, Tawney’s home town, and 
spoke in his behalf. 

The contest in Tawney's district, 
Which already has begun, centres 
about the tariff. The congressman’s 
Democratic opponent is Judge Henry 
L. Buck, who lives in Tawney’s home 
town, Winona. 3uck declares that 
the campaign will be waged on the 
Democratic side on “the broad plat- 
form of honest, downward revision of 
the tariff.” He says that the tariff 
schedules have complicated 
with so many jokers’ that’ they 
should be simplified.

dune with his own hands which has 
been estimated at from $10,000,000 to 
$50,000,000. 

The story of Mr. Walsh's life is an- 
other of those “Arabian Nights” tales 
which ts on record and true. He was 
born in Tipperary county, Ireland, was 
educated in the public schools, reached 
Worcester, Mass., as a millwright at 
the age of nineteen, tried his hand at 
sewer contracts and made money, 
went to the Black Hills after Custer’s 
gold report in 1S73, made $100,000 
there and hastened to Leadville when 
the discovery of carbonate silver cre- 
ated a panié of joy through the west. 

While at Deadwood and other places 
in the Black Hills, Mr. Walsh began 
the practice of grubstaking miners, 
which led to his fortune. When a 
prospector ran out of provisions he 
gave bim the necessary supplies, tak- 
ing a share of the mines for his pay. 
In this way he was almost sure to 
find himself part owner of now and 
then a valuable property at the end 
of the Season.

Mr. Walsh became a famous man of 
the world in this way: He was ap 
pointed commissioner from Colorado to 
the Paris exposition in 1899.

He char 
tered a steamboat on the river Seine, 
turned {it into a floating palace and 
gave a $40,000 dinner with distinguish 
ed men as his guests. “Tis wines could 
not be surpassed. The music was fur 
nished by artists from the grand opera 
After this extraordinary feast. at which 
Americans were entertained in a man 
ner unheard of, Mr. Walsh, with his 
family and friends, chartered a train 


of five palace cars, luxuriously fitted | 


up with the silks and decorations used 
on the steamer for the banquet, and 
began a tour of France and Belgium. 

The late King Leopold of Belgium 
met Mr. Walsh at Ostend, and they had 
a grand dinner at the Hotel Ritz, at 
which the czar's band played and the 
great singers of Paris were heard. In 
the course of this entertainment the 
conversation turned to finance. The 
king said he was making only about 
8 per cent on his investments. Mr 
Walsh in an easy, graceful manner 
said he was always sure of 10 per cent 
on ‘his investments. From 160 to 200 
per cent was more accurate. He prob 
ably did not want to paralyze the king 
at one sitting and so put his profits at 
10 per cent

It may interest men who work to 
hear that before he began entertaining 
royalty Mr. Walsh was an apprecia- 
tive and generous employer. He built 
a big hotel for his miners and snuperin- 
tendents, gave them Inxury with first 
class meals, good sleeping rooms with 
porcelain lined baths and everything 
up to date as you would find it in a ho- 
tel and not a mining camp. It was all 
a gift. so to speak, to the miners, cost 
ing them no more than at a mining 
camp boarding house, where the pies 
kill at forty reds and the primes and 
eoffee would strangle a dog. 


His Generosity to a Waiter. 


In 1900 Mr. Walsh earned some fame 
in the east by making a traveling com- 
panion of a waiter in the cafe of fhe 
Fifth Avenue hotel, in New York 
city. Mr. Walsh always stepped 
there and always sat at a certain 
table. The waiter pleased him, and 
one day he told the humble servant 
to throw off his apron and dickey and 
go with him to Europe. The waiter 
oberved with bewildering alacrity, and 
for several weeks he and the wealthy 
Mr. Walsh traveled about Europe, see- 
ing everything and having the best.

The first great bank in the world 


was the bank of Venice, established in 
1157 when the queen city of the Adri- 
atic was the head of the commerce cf 
the western world. At that time the 
great current of the trade between Eu- 
rope and Asia passed through the Per- 
sian gulf and the Red sea to Alexan 
dria, Egypt, ahd was carried in ships 
across the Mediterranean sea and 
through the Adriatic to Venice, where 
it was distributed to various parts of 
Europe. Venice sert of auto 
cratic republic, founded and supported 
by its merchants, who were famed 
throughout the world for their wealth 
and reliability. They founded their 
bank, which was gi@ranteed by the 
government and was held in bigh cred- 
it in all the great cities on the routes 
of trade. The word “bank” was de- 
rived from the Italian word “banco,” 
a bench or counter over which the 
busMes$ was transacted.—Argonaut.

A Chemist's Happy Thought.

Renovating Furniture. 

To remove a dent from a table or 
cabinet cover it with four thicknesses 
of paper that has been wet and then 
set a very hot iron on the surface for 
only a minute.

To re 
move scratches an excellent furniture 
polish is made of equal parts of alco- 
hol, olive oil and pure cider vinegar.

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SOWING FLOWER SEEDS. 
Get the Best and the Freshest—Firm- 
ing the Soil. 

To secure a good stand the first 
requisite is first class seed. Flower 
teeds are generally smaller and more 
delicate than farm seeds, and the pur- 
chase of poor grades at bargain rates 
is usually a waste of time and money 
Plant only strong, fresh seed Usually 
the highest priced is the cheapest. ; 
The next step is the preparation of 
the seed bed, Seg that the soil is 
thoroughly mellowed. ‘The first stage 
In germination is the absorption of 
water. The rate of absorption is de 
termined by the number of points of 
tontact between the seed coat and the 
soil particles. Virming the soil mul 
Uplies the number of points of con- 
tact; hence the wisdom of one famous 
authority’s rule to put your foot on 
everything you sow. If the soil is 
wet this firming is inadvisable, but if 

dry it is quite necessary. 

The depth of the covering Is goy 
erned largely by the size of the seed. 
Generally sseds may be covered to a 
depth equal in thickness to the length 
of the seed. Very sina! 
not be covered at all, the better plan 
being to shade them for a few days 
with papers to hasten germination. 

Each class of seeds las its own 
germinative temperature requirement 
Some, like the sweet pea, sprout when 
the frost is hardly out of the ground, 
Whereas other kinds require a gocd 
warm soil, and the seed will rot if 
planted too soon, The habitat of the 
plant will usually give one a clew in 
this regard Piants from cool regions 
or high altitudes usually start early, 
and those from warmer regions should 
not be planted until Jater. 

As the seeds begin to sprout It is 
well to go over the surface of the bed 
with a rake and break the crust for

Competition should be eliminated by 
keeping the weeds down and by thin 
ning out. Overcrowding means weak, 
spindly plants. Give plenty of room 
and sunlight if you want your plants 
to thrive. 


SUCCESS WITH SWEET PEAS. 


Plant Them In a Ditch—Let None Go 
to Seed. 
To have the best suc 
plant one must bear in mind the fact 
that it is a cool season crop. The pea 
produces its best crop before the hot, 
dry weather of summer comes on. 
The seed should be sown in the fall 
or early in the spring. It is a good

'plan to sow the seed in the bottom of 


a trench four or five inches deep 
‘over with one inch of soi! and gradu- 
ally fill im Jater as the plants get 
large. The pea delights in a deep, 
rich, retentive, ihough well drained 
soil. The first sowing may be made on 
the south slope. followed by suc cessive 
plantings. he bloom period may be 
extended by making the last sowing on 
1north slope or in some location where 
the pea will receive partial shade 
The pea requires an abundant supply 
of water. If the seuson turns off dry 
the plants should be watered copious- 
n irriga-

tion ditch. 

As soon as the plants reach a height 
of six inches a support or trellis of 
some kind should be provided. Proba- 
bly the most convenient material for 
this purpose is poultry netting. The 
netting can be had in any desired 
width and can be stored through the 
Winter and used from year to year. 

Never allow any seed pods to ma- 
ture. The more flowers you cut the 
more you will have 

There are numerous varieties of the 
sweet pea avd ample room for choice 
as to colors desired and also as to 
iwarf or tall fowering sorts. 


THE PANSY BED. 


It Should Be Shaded From the Noon- 
day, Sun—Rich Soil Needed. 
The essential conditions for success 
with the pansy are a cool, half shaded 
place and a rich, friable soll. The 
pansy is a cool loving plant and does 
best where shaded from the noonday 

sun. 

If the seed pods are kept cut away 
the plants may be carried through the 
summer and a good crop of flowers se- 
‘ured again in the fall. 

To secure early flowers the seed 
should be sown in a cold frame or 
window box in November, or they 
may be started in September and 
transplanted to the permanent bed in 
time to rercot before winter. At the 
ipproach of winter the bed should be 
wulched with straw or pine needles to 
protect the plauts from heaving and 
thawing. 

The pansy has been greatly improv- 
ed in recent years, and some of the 
present market strains are very fine. 


ATTRACTIVE LILY BEDS. 


Flowers Planted In Shady Piace Need 
Little Attention. 

No garden is complete without a bed 
yf lilies of the valley. These fragrant 
flowers should be planted in a shady 
place and left there permanently 
They need practically no attention and 
vear after year appear on si chedule 
time. Although their flowering period 
lasts only about a week, the bed con- 
taining them is an attractive spot of 
green for many weeks during the 
spring and summer. If ieft to them- 
selves they will spread rapidly, and a 
small bed will soon be a bed of gen 
erous proportions. For outdoor plant- 
ing clumps of lilies of the vi alley are 
generally used, the pips being for in 
door foreing principally. When plant- 
ed out of doors, however, the pips will 
give good satisfaction, for each one 
contains a flower. 


HUNT FOR HUGE 
W000 BISON. 


How Harry Ww rattord Killed 
America’s Greatest Mammal, 


FIRST SLAIN BY WHITE we: 


The Creature Weighed Over Twenty- | i 


four Hundred Pounds and Was AIl- |} 
most Six Feet High—lIts Skeleton, | 
Hide and Head to Be Sent to a New 
York Museum. 


That the wood bison is not Sis 


myth, but a gigantic reality, will be| 
demonstraied beyond question early 
in May, when the skeleton, hide and |} 
horned head of the largest wild animal 
ever shot on the American continent 
is shipped from near Fort Smith, 
Northwest Territories, to be added to 
the collection in the Museum of Nat 

ural History at New York. Not only 
is it the greatest in bulk, but it is the 
first wood bison ever killed by a 

white man. 

Harry V. Radford of New York, 
known a few years ago as “Adiron- 
dack Harry” because of his familiari- 
ty with the wilds of northern New 
York, was the successful hunter, and 
to prevent doubt being cast upon his 
claims he has made affidavit as to the 
circumstances, and this deposition, 
with the statements of his Indian 
guides and the five white men who as- 
sisted in skinning the creature, will 
be submitted to the American Bison 
society, which is collecting all availa- 
ble data concerning the nearly extinct 
mammal. It was under its auspices 
that he undertook the search. 


Nearly Six Feet High. 

The weight of the bison shot by Rad- 
ford was 2,402 pounds; length of head 
and body to root of tail, 9 feet 7 
inches; height ut shoulder, 5 feet 10 
inches; girth behind forelegs, 9 feet 9 
inches; circumference of neck, 6 feet; 
circumference of muzzle behind nos- 
trils, 2 feet 5 inches. 

Mr. Radford started on the exped!- 
tion in February, 1909, with the ex 
press purpose of determining whether 
it was identical with the bison that 
used to roam the prairies in Yellow- 
stone park, a thousand miles south, o1 
whether it was a distinct subspecies. 

Arrived at Edmonton, Alberta, Mr. 
tadford remained until June 1 to 
study the habits of the rare animal 
he was seeking. He had made up his 
mind to devote at least a year to the 
quest. He obtained a special permit 
from the Canadian government after 
he had convinced the officials that his 
hunt was solely for scientific purposes. 

The hunter reached the timbered 
eountry about the Great Slave river 
late in June, and from then until he 
attained his object he was cut o 
from civilization. He descended the 
Mackenzie river to its delta within the 
arctic circle, mapping and exploring 
the country as he went. He made a} 
long search through the valley of the | 
river, questioning Indians and making 
personal observations

The hunt continued without inter- 
mission from June to the last day of 
November without success. No game 
except that actually used for food was 
shot. From June, 1909, to January, 
1910, Mr. Radford walked more than 
1,200 miles, 

Looked as Big as an Elephant. 

On the morning of Dec. 1, when 
about fifty miles southwest of the 
small Hudson Bay post on Slave river, | 
the hunter came across a trail that in- | 
dicated the proximity of an animal of 
extraordinary size. He and his guides | 
were on snowshoes. The thermometer | 
Was 17 degrees below zero, and as the 
day advanced the mercury fell still 
lower. The chase led over uneven | 
hummocks and was most exhausting. 
The quarry itself began to show fa- | 
tigue and enabled the party to get 
Cciose, j 

Mr. Radford was amazed when he! 
got a good view of the immense bulk. | 
In the gathering gloom it looked as | 
big as an elephant. Carefully stealing | 
to leeward, he got to a clearing where | 
the view was unobstructed. He wait- | 
ed until he was within sixty yards be- 
fore he sighted his rifle and fired. 
The bull turned as if to charge and | 
then lumbered off toward a dip in the 
snow. Mr. Radford fired again and 
then a third and a fourth time with 
his steel lined shells. Each bullet took 
effect. The bison ran 150 yards and 
then lurched over dead. 

The thermometer had been falling 
steadily, and it was necessary to make 
a very rapid inspection of the appear- 
ance of the mouth, nostrils, tongue and 
other soft parts, so that accurate notes 
could be made before they were stiff- 
‘ned by death. When the tempera- 
ture reached 40 below zero Radford 
and his Indian helpers made for camp, 
six miles away, after covering the car- 
it from freez- 
{ng. $y the light of the moon next 
morning at 3 oclock the task of dis- 
emboweling and skinning the animal 
was resumed This was done in a 
temperature of 37 degrees below and 
with the bare hands. Then the meas- 
urements and weights were recorded 
in the presence of five witnesses—all 
white men. 

The largest buffalo ever measured 
wy a naturalist was an old bull shot in 
ISSG6 on the Montana plains by Wil- 
liam T. Hornaday, It was regarded 
as of abnormal weight, probably 2,100 
pounds. This is 300 pounds less than 
the mammoth killed by Mr, Radford.

Rome, April 20.—Abbot Janssens 
of the Benedictines has sent to the 
pope his resignation as secretary of 
the Sacred Congregation, accompany- 
ing it with a letter apologizing for his 
call on Theodore Roosevelt while the 
latter was here, after his break with 
the Vatican. 

in his letter of apology Janssens ex- 
presses sorrow for his “grave, inad- 
vertent blunder” in writing a line of 
commendation to Roosevelt in the 
name of the Sacred Congregation, of 
which he was secretary. 

Abbot Janssens is the most promi- 
nent ecclesiastic outside the college 
of cardinals, and his elevation to the 
cardinalate at the next consistory was 
considered certain. The Roosevelt 
incident has now made it impossible.

“IN FASHION'S REALM 


Fashion and the women who are 
governed by it have an excessively 
gratifying way of going back to old 
friends with cordiality. It would not 
be feasible for fashion and its votaries 
to take up with new friends every 
season, for its reason for existence 
would be wiped out if this were the 
case. 

Every now and then we return in a 
vigorous way to something we used to 
like and left behind. Cashmere is one 
of the old fabrics that has been steadi- 
ly growing in favor for two years. 
bengaline, as we used to call it. 
Ottoman as it now is, has been given 
a high place, and the latest return to 
old friends is the absorbing fashion 
for foulard. 

All who sit in the watch towers and 
gaze upon the horizon for the flicker 
of a sail which means a new fashion 
have been giving out the news that 
foulard was approaching. Every one 
hoped so, for the suple, durable fabric 
was always popular among women; 
but they scarcely believed that fou- 
lard would really land on this coast. 
It had often been seen in the distance. 


; but the rumor of its return was never 


proved by fact. 

Here and there one saw an espec- 
ially smart gown of it, because cer- 
tain women who had the courage of 
their convictions would fever let a 
Summer go by without having one 
foulard frock.

It is true that the shops supplied 
themselves with a vast amount of this

material, and that they placed upon it 
quite a steep price. The last fact is 
the only disadvantage in this new 
weave of an old fabric. It may not be 
within the reach of the average wo- 
man unless the price is lowered by 
June. The buyer who asks for foulard 
is surprised to have it offered her at 


$2, $3 and $4 a yard, when she clearly 
remembers buying it from 75 cents to 
$1.50 


At first she is amazed, and then de- 


cides that she will not get a foulard 


until later. But she does not take 
into consideration three things; that 
the new foulard is a stronger weave 
than the old kind; that it is double 
width instead of single width, and that 
it has an ornate and handsome border 


|} which keeps one from having to buy 


trimming. 
Therefore, if

pense is a bit of lace, net, or tulle

make a body lining. It is better for 
its “hang” to have a foulard frock 
made over a princess slip of silk or 
satin, but there are a good number 
of women who will not tolerate the 
heat of a boned lining in this climate.

they would line lingerie, and if they 
are remaining in a moist and hot cli- 
mate their decision is a wise one. 
Their is something unendurable 
about a boned lining on our average 
Summer day with its temperatur 
nearly 90 and its humidity more.

tunity to make up all manner of gowns 
without lining. This has been widely 
done with cloth all Winter, and some 
of the handsome afternoon gowns 


were unboned and dropped over 


short, sleeveless princess slip 
The manufacturers certainly knew 
what they were about when they de- 


cided to tempt coin out of the purse 
by their offering of foulards this year. 
They changed the design, they satin- 
ized the surface, they used exquisite 
colorings and they attached artistic 
borders. All of these traits, in a sum 
total, have made the new foulard one 
of the fabrics to be desired. There is

The Jate KH. H. Rogers. a special 
friend of the humorist, was something 
of an art connoisseur.

Though the early Hannibalite was 
emphatic as to the mendacity of Sam 
Clemens, we have the word of the il- 
accused himself in attesta- 
tion of his truthfulness. 

“I am a greater man than George 
Washington,’ he remarked once upon 
a time. 

While his hearers were mentally ob- 
serving that while he might be greater 
in some respects he should let others 
say it for him, Mark Twain continued: 

“Yes; I'm greater than Washington. 
George could not tell a lie, while I 
could tell a iie—but I never do.” 


His Opinion of Practical Jokes. 

It is highly gratifying to the up- 
holders of humor as one of the refined 
arts to know that Mark Twain never 
has had any liking for the practical 
joke. His opinion of the practical 
joker the present writer once had the 
pleasure of hearing him express. One 
of the old stories in connection with 


his enreer is that about his pipe, nick- | 


named “the morgue.” It was in Vir- 
ginia City, Nev., when Clemens was a 
hardworking reporter on the Enter- 
prise newspaper. His income in those 
days was not sufficient to permit him 
to purchase the long black cigars which 
in later years became almost a part 
of his personality. He smoked a pipe 

an ancient one, too—that smelled 
dreadful, according to his coworkers. 
They had named it “the morgue” be- 
cause of its odoriferous quality.

Close Range Duels. 

During the first fifty years of the 
old American uavy, 1798-1848, the 
mortality of naval officers resulting 
from duels was two-thirds that result- 
ing from naval wars.

Redding, Conn., April 22.—Samuel 
Langhorne Clemens, “Mark Twain,” 
died painlessly at his home here at 
6:30 o'clock last night of angina pec- 
toris. He lapsed into coma at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon and never re- 
covered consciousness. It was the end 
of a man worn out by grief and agony 
of body. 

Wednesday was a bad day for the 
little knot of anxious watchers at the 
bedside. For hours the gray, aquiline 
features lay moulded in the inertia of 
death, while the pulse sank lower and 
lower, but late at night Twain passed 
from stupor into the first natural sleep 
he had Known since he returned from 
Bermuda and yesterday morning he 
awcke refreshed, even faintly cheer- 
ful, and in full possession of all his 
faculties. 

He recognized his daughter Clara, 
Mrs. Ossip Gabrilowitsch, spoke a 
word or two and feeling himself un- 
equal to conversation, wrote out in 


pencil: “Give me my glasses.”” They 
were his last words. 
Laying his glasses aside he sank 


|first into reverie and later into final 
| unconsciousness. There was no 
thought at the time, however, that 
the end was so near. 


An Inveterate Smoker 

Mark Twain was for more than fifty 
years an inveterate smoker, and the 
first conecture of the layman will be 
that he weakened his heart by over- 
indulgence in tobacco, but Dr. Halsey 
|}said that he was unable to predict 
that the angina pectoris from which 
the humorist died was in any way a 
sequel of nicotine poisoning. Yet it 
is true that after his illness began the 
doctor cut down Mark Twain's daily 
allowance of twenty cigars and count- 
less pipes to four cigars a day. 

The last bit of literary work did 
was a chapter of his unfinished auto- 
biography describing his daughter 
Jean's death. He sought diversion-in 
Bermuda, where he was the guest of 
the American vice consul, William H. 
Allen, whose young daughter Helen 
acted as amanuensis for what few let- 
ters he cared to dictate. 

His winter was gay but not happy. 
When he heard of the successive 
deaths of his two friends, William M. 
Laffan of The Sun and R. W. Gilder, 
editor of The Century, he said sadly: 
“How fortunate they are. No good 
fortune of that kind ever comes to 
me.” 

Life had no further allurements for 
him. Mr. Paine said last night that 
the book Mark Twain took up from 
the coverlet beside him when he asked 
for his glasses was Carlyle's “History 
of the French Revolution,” his insep- 
arable companion and greatest favor® 
ite. 

The burial will be in the family plot 
at Elmira, N. Y., where lie aiready 
his wife, his two daughters, Susan 
and Jean, and his infant son, Lang- 
horne. No date has yet been set, as 
the family is still undecided whether 
or not there shall be a public funeral 
first in New York city. 

Through the lanes around Redding 
the Innocent at Home loved to wander 
in his white flannels for homely gos- 
sip with the neighbors. They re- 
member him best as one who above 
all things loved a good listener, for 
Mark Twain was a mighty tetker, 
stored with fairy tales for the little 
maids he adored, and ruder speech for 
masculine ears. It is a legend that 
he was vastly proud of his famous 
mop of white hair and is said to have 
spent the pains of a court lady in get- 
ting it to just the proper artistic dis- 
array. 


Last summef the walks began to 
falter; last fall they ceased for good. 


The death of H. H. Rogers, a close 
friend, was a severe blow. The death 
of his daughter, Jean, who was seized 
with an attack of epilepsy last fall 
while in her bath, was an added blow 
from which he never recovered. It 
was then that the stabbing pains in 
the heart began. Mark Twain died, 
as nearly as it-can be said of any 
man, of a broken heart. 


Loss to Fellow Countrymen 

Samuel L. Clemens’ countrymen 
have lost a guide, philosopher and 
friend; the world mourns a beloved 
sage. Wherever the printed page is 
turned his tales are read in a hundred 
tongues and in lands beyond the seas 
his writings cause tears to follow 
laughter and laughter to follow tears. 

Like Victor Hugo, he sensed the life 
of all mankind; Ike Moliere, he was 
the foe of cant and sham; like Cer- 
vantes, he coul@ invoke at will the 
muse of melancholy or summon the 
spirit of gay romance. 

He was, more than al! his con- 
temporaries, the delineator of human- 
ity. It was his sympathetic insight 


into the minds and lives of his fellow,

From tHe engine room ,the visi- 
tors passed through a passageway to 
the cracker room. Here they say 
bunches of solid carriage tires re- 
duced to small pieces by passing 
through the great steel rolls. The 
eracker weighs some six tons and re- 


quires 50 to 60 horse power to oper- 
ate. Whole automoble tires yield to 
the rolls without any apparent effort. 

The next machine of interest 
proved to be the fine grinder on 
which the rubber was reduced to 
powder hardly coarser than flour, 


having been shaken through a screen 


having forty openings to the square 
inch. 

This powder is then taken and 
placed in pans which are put on

tained. In this hot “Turkish Bath” 
the material remains for many hours 
and from it stock emerges 
chemically shanged. 

The vacuum dryer was the next 
point of interest, consisting of a 
great iron chamber with steam 
shelves on each of which are placed 
pans of the wet rubber; doors of the 
cNamber then closed and ‘both 
heat to dry, and vacuum’to extract 
moisture, are applied. The won- 
derful efficiency of this machine can 
be better judged when it is realized 
that the rubber upon entrance into 
the vacuum dryer contains 40 per- 
cent to 50 ‘percent of water and that 
in an hour's time this entirely disap- 
pears.

Bank Cashier Does Things of a» De- 
cidedly Eccentric Character 

Lakewood, N. J., April 23.—After 
sending an eleyen hundred word tele- 
gram to Blair & Co., bankers, New 
York, threatening to crucify mem-

WOMAN'S STORY | 
SHEDS LICHT 


Arrest In Connection With Loot- ——— 
ing of Cambridge Bank 


“BIG BILL” KELIHER IN JAIL 


Alleged Fake Faro Man Technically 
Charged With Being Coleman’s Ac- 
cessory, but Is Said to Be Regarded 


as Principal Defendant In Celebrat- 
ed Case—Only Member of Faro 
Gang Who Returned to Boston 


Boston, April 23.—William J. Keli- 
her, known as “Big Bill,” was arrest- 
ed last evening by United States 
Deputy Marshals Waters, Ruhl and 
Young on a charge of aiding and abet- 
ting George W. Coleman in misap- 
plying the funds of the National City 
bank of Cambridge. 

Although Keliher appears 
cally only as an accessory, he is re- 
garded by the government as the 
principal defendant in the case. 

Laura M. Atwood, a young woman 
who resides at the Hotel Bellevue, 
who has been a close friend of Keli- 
her, is credited with having brought 
about his arrest. 

In consequence of her statements 
and of the statements of other women 
known to both Coleman and Keliher, 
the formeris said to have made a 
clean breast of the whole affair to 
United States Attorney French. Wil- 
son W. Lockhart, Coleman’s chum 
and the other defendant in the case, 
has likewise changed his attitude of 
reserve, it is said, and told all he 
knows. 

After being registered in the mar- 
shal's office as a prisoner, Keliher wag 
taken to Charles street jail, to await 
arraignment and ball. 

The charges against him, it is un- 
derstood, were presented to the grand 
jury yesterday by French. The grand 


techni- 


jury is the one that indicted Coleman 
and Lockhart. It will report to Judge 
Lowell in the United .States .circuit 


court on Tuesday next. 

Both Coleman and Lockhart as well 
as Miss Atwood were in the district 
attorney’s office yesterday for several 
hours. 

The arrest of Keliher at his home in 
Winthrop was a big surprise to Keli- 
her's friends, who have been main- 
taining right along that the govern- 
ment could not connect him with the 
bank case. 

By reason of the delay on the part 
of the government in prosecuting him 
Keliher himself felt assured that the 
government would not proceed against 
him and returned home, having dis- 
appeared at the time of Coleman’s ar- 
rest. The rest of the faro gang, Mar- 
tin Walsh, Frank Draper and their 
associates, have all left the country. 

Keliher’s return is said to have been 
partially responsible for his undoing. 
His movements here were continually 
under surveillance and finally led to 
an investigation of his relations with 
Miss Atwood. This, it is said, re- 
sulted in connecting him with the 
bank case. 


FALLS’ WITH AEROPLANE 


Operator Strikes the Ground First, but 
Escapes Without Injury 
Newburyport, Mass., April 
W. S. Burgess’ new aeroplane was 
badly damaged in an _ unexpected 
plunge to the ground while in full 
flight, thirty feet from the ground.

READY REFERENCE RECIPES. 


Novelty Sandwiches.—Cut some thin 
slices of brown bread and_ butter, 
spread lightly with honey and then 
sprinkle with chopped Barcelona nuts 
or walnuts. Press the slices firmly to- 
gether, cut into neat shapes and serve 
on a dessert paper. 


Cracknels.—One pound of flour, six, 


ounces of lard, half ounce of baking 
powder, a pinch of salt. Rub the lard, 

baking powder and salt into the flour, 

mix into a short, stiff paste with milk, 

make into round cakes and bake for 

ten minutes in a quick oven. 

Apple Custard.—Half fill a pie dish 
With finely chopped apples. Pour over 
them a pint of custard made with a 
pint of milk, one egg and two table 
spoonfuls of sugar. Put a thin, short 
crust over all and bake in a moderate 
oven until a light brown. Do not boil 
the custard figst or it will curdle. 

Chestnuts as Vegetable-—Take two 
pounds of chestnuts, make a slit in the 
pointed end, throw into boiling salted 

water, cook for half an hour, strain 
and skin. Have some well seasoned 
and thickened gravy ready Put in 
your peeled chestnuts and cook for 
three-quarters of an hour very siowly, 
so as not to break them. Served with 
chicken, turkey or any other fowl it 
will be fouid delicious, 

Delicious Drop Scones.—Ha!lf a pound 
of flour, a teaspoonful of cream of tar 
tar, an ounce of sugar, half a teaspoon- 

ful of earcbonate of soda, an egy, half 

| a pint of milk, a pinch of salt. Sift to 
gether the flour, cream of tartar, salt 
and carbonate of soda, beat up the 
exe, add the ‘sugar and stir in the 
milk. Then add the flour by degrees, 
beat up into a smooth batter, 
the gridle when hot, drop in table- 
spoonfuls and turn over when a nice 
light brown. 

Pancake Cutlets.—Have half a pound 
of cooked meat, chicken or rabbit, two 
tablespoonfuls of gravy mixed with a 
little catchup. Chop the meat up fine 
and mix with the gravy, seasoning 
well. To make the pancakes use two 
ounces of flour, a gill of milk, an exe. 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt aud 
a little pepper. Mix flour, pepper and 
salt. Beat up egg and add milk, and 
pour this gradually among the flour, 
beating well. Melt a teaspoonful of 
dripping fn a frying pan, pour in the 
pancake batter and brown on both 
tides. Turn out on a plate, let it cool 
a little, then spread the meat all over 
the pancake and roll up neatly. Cut 
with a sharp knife into half inch 
slices, egg and breadcrumb and fry in 
boiling fat. 

An Excellent Boiled Pudding.—One 
breakfast cupful of flour, a pinch 
of salt, two ounces of sultanas, two 
ounces of currants, one ounce of brown

sugar, a small tablespoonful of beef 
dripping, one tablespoonful of golden 
sirup, a small half teaspoonful of  bi- 
carbonate of soda, the grated half of 
a nutmeg and a little shredded candied 
peel. Put the flour, salt, sugar and 
nutmeg into a bowl, mix thoroughly 
with the dripping, add the currants, 
raisins and peel, put in the sirup and 
mix to the usual consistency with a 
little cold water. Lastly add the scda, 
which has been dissolved in a very lit- 
tle cold milk. Put into a greased mold, 
leaving room for the pudding to swell. 
Steam for one hour. Serve with sweet 
suuce. 
Hints For Making a Tie. 

A pretty tie which may be made by 
an amateur without danger of failure 
and from scraps of material fit for 
nothing else is a box plaited affair of 
handkerchief linen or fine lawn trim 
med with colored lace. The linen is 
cut about six inches long, and two 
inches from the bottom two rows of 
hemstitching run across it. The edges 
are rolled and finished on the sides 
and across the bottom with a half inch 
insertion of colored val lace. The tie 
is made up with a central box plait 
and three side plaits on either side. 
The top is finished with a narrow band 
of the material, which may have a 
buttonhole worked in the middle of it 
to slip over the collar button.

UNLY COURSE, SAYS BANKER, 


Declares the People Have a Right to 
Know What Giant Corporations Are 
Doing—Why He _ Contends 
Control Is Impossible. 


State 


An argument for national control of 
our great corporations was .made by 
George W. PerkinS of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. at the Graduate School of Admin- 
istrative Science at Harvard univer- 
sity, in Cambridge, Mass., the other 
day. Mr. Perkins in his address re- 
ferred to the talk that a few evil mind- 
ed men had brought about conditions 
which in the eud would pauperize the 
people. He adinitted that there were 
great evils, but- went on: 

“I ask you to think seriously whether 
it has been so much the machinations 
of wicked men that have brought us 
where we are or the inventions and 
discoveries of the age — inventions 
Which in themselves have been acclaim 
ed and applauded as great achieve 
ments. Were these inventions simply 
to be laid away on a shelf or were they 
to be put to practical use? Was the 
long distance telephone to be a play- 
thing or a practical instrument of 
commerce? Why applaud the inventor 
and berate the user? 

“We would have no large business 
concerns and we would not be trou- 
bled with some of the business ques- 
tions now engaging public attention if, 
with one sweep of the hand, the in- 
ventions and discoveries of the age

conscience and has brought a new re- 
alization of the fact that it is as true 
of business as it is of the individual 
that there is no permanent success un- 
less it be based upon integrity of char- 
acter. 

How Trusts Would Be a Benefit. 

“Let those of us who are in business 
be fair with the people, and the people 
will be fair with us; let us see and 
accept the tendency of the times; let 
us realize our responsibilities, and our 
problems will be far easier of solution. 
If we believe that in cur republic the 
people's word is law, let us believe it 
in all things, and if the people have 
decided that the time has come to take 
a hand in how business shall be con- 
ducted is it not plain business sense 
to meet the question at least half way 
rather than fight it all the way? 

“Giant corporations would be not a 
menace, but a great public benefit, if 
managed underglaws that would com- 
pel proper publicity and punish officers 
for improper methods.

Court Declares Husband's Will 
Was Legally Executed 


BROTHERS TO MAKE APPEAL 


Four Who Were Disinherited Will Ask 
For Jury Trial 
Court—Probate Court Decree Gives 
Three-Fourths of Estate to Widow 

Glover—

Cambridge, Mass., April 25.—The

She took with her a 
supply of cakes, bread loaves and tea 
made from alfalfa. The cakes, which 
contained nuts and raisins to over- 
come the hay flavor, were said to be 
the most palatable of the three kinds 
of products. The tea had an unpal- 
ntable flavor, aud the bread, made 
from alfalfa flour or meal, bad a green- 
ish hue. Green bread does not prom- 
ise to become popular, so the discover- 
er of this new food possibility is try- 
ing to experiment the greenness out of 
the flour. Miss Ingham declares she 
expects to prove that al 
ble of being turned into human food 
that is palatable and nutritive. She 
says it will be much cheaper than the 
miuterials used now and «also much 
more healthful.

TEPPELIN I MEETS 
DISASTER IN GALE 


Wrecked After Tearing From 
ts Moorings 


Berlin, April 26.—Torn from its 
moorings by a gale, the dirigible Zep- 
pelin If was sent derelict through the 
air at a speed of a mile a minute from 
Limburg to the vicinity of Wei!burg, 
where it was dashed to the ground 
and wrecked. One man was fatally 
hurt. 

The Zeppelin II, which was built 
by popular subscription after its pre- 
decessor was wrecked, was the fore- 
most dirigible in the world. Within 
a short time after it was driven away 
from Limburg, searching parties of 
soldiers were ordered out. News of 
its being wrecked came from Weil- 
berg, thirty miles away. That dis- 
tance had been covered in half an 
hour.

This fact also conveys a suggestion 
to the planter. The time to prepare for 
spring bulbs is in the fall. The latter 
half of October is a good time for the 
planting, the idea being to get them 
in sufficiently early to secure root de- 
velopment before winter sets in. 

The next step is that of mulching. 
The essential idea of a mulch is not to 
keep plants warm, but rather to keep 
them cold. Frequent variations in 
temperature are destructive to plant 
life. The cover is applied after the

Westerly, R. I., April 26.—Not 
content with the thirteen victims it is 
alleged ~to have seized in its fatal 
grasp during the past few weeks, the 
beverage which has been masquerad- 
ing under the name of whisky is be- 
lieved to have been responsible for 
the death of Michael Riley, 45 years 
of age, of Niantic. 

Riley is said to have sent a neigh- 
bor to a place in Niantic to buy a pint 
of whisky for him. After drinking the 
liquor, Riley went to bed. When he 
awoke he complained of severe pains. 
Shortly afterward he lapsed into a 
state of coma. Dr. A. B. Briggs, 
who was summoned, stated that the 
symptoms indicated wood alcohol 
poisoning. A little later Riley died.

SHOWS NO SIGN OF REMORSE 


Say 
Only Interset of Slayer Ruth 
Wheeer Is In His Food—Judge Says 
He Has Detected Nothing to Indi- 
cate That Murderer Is Not Sane

New York, April 28.—The record- 
breaking speed that marked the trial 
of Albert Wolter, the youth of 19 con- 
victed of murdering 15-year-old Ruth 
Wheeler, has been maintained. 

The prisoner was sentenced to 
death in the electric chair in Sing 
Sing in the week beginning June 6, 
by Judge Foster in the court of gen- 
eral sessions. 


On March 24 Miss Wheeler, who 
was seeking employment that she 
might aid her mother and_ sisters, 


was killed in Wolter’s rooms at 224 
East Seventy-fifth street, where she 
had been lured by prospects of get- 
ting a position. 

Counsel for Wolter has indicated 
that he will carry the case to the 


court of appeals, which would act as 
a stay of execution. 


No sign of remorse has been ex- 
hibited by Wolter, who will be the 
youngest crAninal ever executed in 
this state. His only interest, accord- 


ing to the keepers in the Tombs, is 
in his food. 

When Judge Foster beg 
Wolter gazed at him intently, but 
with no show of feeling, as the fate- 
tul words were pronounced. 

“Albert W. Wolter,” said the 
judge, “you have had a fair trial, in 
which you have been ably defended. 
The crime of which you have been 
attracted the attention of 
the whole world by its very enormity 
and caused many to doubt your san- 
ity. I have carefully observed 
conduct in swourt during the 
of your trial, and I have 
tected nothing to indicate that 
are not sane under the law.”

Planning the Bed—S& 
Types—To Secure Early aici 
On account of their free flowering 
habit and ease of culture the pannees 


| are general favorites for summer bed 
| ding purposes. There are two ives,

The green leaved varieties are zal 
vated for their flowers, while the red | 


leaved type is grown primarily for! 
the broad, richly colored leaves. The | 
eanna is useful as a bedding plant 
rather than as a cut flower, as the 


flowers are fragile and soon perish)

In color the canna ranges from car- |

The size of the bed should be 
proportionate to the area of the lawn. 

The canna requires a rich, moist, 
well draimed soil. This may be se 
cured by the application of well rot- 
ted manure or nitrate of soda. 

The propagation of the canna is very 
simple. When the frosts come on the | 
tops are cut back and the clumps lift- 
ed with as much soil as will con- 
veniently adhere. These clumps are 
closely packed on shelves or in boxes 


‘and stored in the cellar at about the 
|temperature required for potato. 
|The next spring the clumps are sub- 


divided into pieces three-fourths of an 
inch long and having one or two 
strong eyes to each piece. To secure 
early flowers the eyes should be start- | 


}ed in a hotbed or window box; other- 


wise they may be planted directly in 
the bed. Aside from cultivating and 
watering, the one point. of importance 
is to keep the seed pods cut away. As 
with all flowering plants, the one pur- 
pose of the flower is that of repro- 
duction. If the seed pods are cut away 
as soon as the flowers wither they con- 
tinue this effort indefinitely; otherwise 
flowering ceases with the maturing of 
the first crop of seed. The new flower 
stalk appears at the last joint; hence 
tn removing the old stalk the cut 
should be made above the joint. 


GARDEN OF WILD ‘FLOWERS. 


This May Be Made Attractive Feature 
of the Home Garden. 

A very attractive feature of the 
home garden is the so called wild gar- 
den, iu which are planted the various 
species of local wild flowers that will 
grow in captivity, such as the maiden- 
hair fern, the tiger lily, Solomon's seal, 
jack in the pulpit, dog’s tooth violet, 
hepaticas, columbine, pink and yellow 
lady slippers and others too numer- 
ous to mention. This garden may oc- 


cupy a partly shady place along one | 


side of the house or it may be merely 
a strip two feet wide, extending from 
the front walk half the depth of the 
lot and serving as a very beautiful 
and unconventional fence Hne between 
the bome and the adjoining property. 
When the long strip scheme fs utilized 
the wild flowers may be re-enforced 


with cultivated flowers, sifth as pop- | 


pies, cosmos, zinnias and asters, with 


‘an oceasiewsal rosebush to break the 


monotony. ‘To the possessor of such 


|a wild garden one of the joys of spring 


is to watch for the first hepaticas and 
later see the dog’s tooth violet and the 
jack in the pulpit appear. An occa- 
sional trip to the woods will replenish 
the wild garden in case some of the 
transplanted plants succumb to their 
new environment. 


HOW TO GROW DAHLIAS. 


Plant In Full Exposure to the Sun In 
Enriched Soil. 

There are so many bew and rare 
dahlias in addition to the old varieties 
that no home garden is complete with- 
out these beautiful towers. ‘They 
thould be planted in full exposure to 
the sun. The soil should be thorough- 
ly and deeply worked and should be 
well enriched. The bulbs shoul! be 
plauted from Six to eight incltes deep 
and from two to three feet apart. 
During a very dry period it may be 
beneficial to give the plints water, but 
many authorities believe artificial wa- 
tering of dahlias and other plants to 
be more harmful than helpful, for the 
reason that as a general proposition it 
is insufficiently done. Dahlias should 
be thoroughly watered or not at all. 
When the first shoots make their ap- 
pearance cut off all but the strongest 
one and pinch off the top of that. This 
will eause the dahlia to branch at the 
surface of the ground, will concentrate 
the strength of the root in this shoot 
and remove al! of the first imperfect 
flowers which are so common to some

BIG ENTRY LIST EXPECTED. 


Indications Are That Large and Small | 


Breeders Will Nominate Many Fast 
Ones For the Different Events—Large 
Purses at Detroit and Cleveland. 


The stake programs for the four 
western meetings of the grand circuit 
—Kilamazoo, Detroit, Cleveland and 
Columbus—have been announced and 
total up in the neighborhood of $100,- 
000. There have been few changes in 
the stake events from those of last 
year, the most material one being the 
change of the $10,000 trotting stake in 
Kalamazoo from the 2:14 to the 2:11 
class, which will let in a lot of borses 
which have previously campaigned and 
taken in records on the mile tracks. 

All of the talk about a radiéal change 
in the conditions of the Chamber of 
Commerce $5,000 stake, which is the 
pacing feature of the Detroit blue rib- 


bon meeting, came to naught. Back 
in the middle nineties, when D. J. Cam- 
pau was the coutrolling spirit of the 
Detroit meeting, as be was of the. 
entire grand circuit, he inaugurated 
this stake, making It, like the trotting 


classic, the M. and M. for the 2:24 class, 
which practically means an event for 
green herses. A lot of pressure was 
brought to bear on Campau to change 
the class of both events, letting in fast- 
er record horses, but as far as the M 
and M. was concerned the Detroit ex 
ecutive turned a deaf ear to his advis- 
ers. 

The M. and M. was his pet stake. It 
was he who first announced it in 1889, 
in the days of the high wheel sulky, 
and it has become the classic stake of 
harness horse turf. Campau has now 
passed, and new hands are governing 
the destinies of the organization. 

Last strong effort was 
made to induce the managers of the 
meeting to change the class of the 
Chamber of Commerce stake to a slow 
er clasg in order to bar out the little 
staltianMGeores Gano, who had shown 
that he would walk away with first 
money if he got to the post fit. Al- 
though it cost them many eutries, the 
Detroit people stood by their guns and 
refused to put George Gano outside 
the breastworks. As was expected, 
he came to the post as fit as a fiddle 
and won off_the reel, as he did in all 
but one of his starts on the grand cir- 
cuit. 

When the anti-hobble agitation was 
at its height early in the winter it 
was semiofficially announced that the 
class of the Chamber of Commerce 
would be changed back to the time 
honored 2:24 and also that horses wear- 
ing the “submarine harness” would not 
find the welcome sign on the mat 
when the entries were being made— 
in other words, that the hobblers 
would be barred. Then Secretary 
Moone arrived on the scene, and there 
was immediately a change in senti- 
ment, the New England man persuad- 
ing the Detroit management that bar- 
ring the hobbles was not the thing 
for the Chamber of Commerce, so 
there was no surprise at the recent 
announcement that the event would, 
as usual, be for the 2:13 class and 
that the number of harnesses which a 
pacer wore would not affect his social 
standing as far as a try at the $5,000 
stake money was concerned. This 
means a larger field and an old fash 
ioned horse race, but the opponents of

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The steamer Tecumseh was moving 
along at a ten knot gait off Norfolk, 
Va., when the lookout called: 

“Boat ahead on the port bow.” 

With his glass the captain swept the 
quarter of the ocean indjcated and saw 
a cockleshell skiff pulled by a single 
man. He was alone in the boat and 
beyond sight of land. 

“Put her off three points to west- 
ward,” said the captain to the helms- 
man. 

The ship was steered in the direction 
of the man in the boat, and as it drew 
near him broad stripes revealed them- 
selves on the garments he wore. 

“Escaped jailbird!" exclaimed the 
captain in disgust at having to rescue 
such a man. 

A rope was lowered, and the convict 
Was pulled aboard. He walked aft to 
Where the eaptain stood waiting for 
him and said: 

“You see by my garb, captain, that 
I am an escaped prisoner. I broke 
away last night, made my way to the 
coast before morning, seized a boat 
and puiled out, where I hoped to be 
picked up by a passing ship. I must 
throw myself on your mercy not to 
put me back where I came from. If 
you intend doing so I beg you rather 
to toss me overboard, for I prefer to 
die rather than return to that horrible 
life.” 

“It wouldn’t do for me,” replied the 
captain, “to assist a prisoner regular- 
ly convicted under the law to obtain 
his freedom. You may work with the 
crew while you are on board my ship, 
but when we reach port I'll have to 
turn you over to the authorities.” 

There was a look of agony in the 
man’s @yes as he turned away in com- 
pany with the» mate to take his place 
among the crew. He was young—not 
more than twenty-seven—vigorous and 
refined looking. He had eaten nothing 
sinve the day before. Food was given 
him; but, though he needed it, he bad 
not the heart to eat more than he ab- 
aolutely required. 

Bad weather set in thdt night from 
the northeast, blowing a cold blast. 
Lhe ship was riding obliquely across 
the waves which dashed up against 
her bows, now raising skyward and 
now pointing toward the bottom. 

It was about midnight that, while 
the stern was raised high in the air, 
aun enormous wave struck it wiih ter- 
rific force.

the ship steadily lost ground, those 
aboard of her gained time. Morning 


came, and there was the shore like a 
faint cloud resting on the horizon, and 
with a powerful glass a white line 
could be seen breaking against it. 
Some steering gear must be rigged 
or Within a few hours the ship would 
be breaking up under the waves roll- 
ing on that coast. 

An investigation was made, and the 
rudder itself was found to be sound, 
though the stock was shattered, leav- 
ing th® huge steel mass, weighing three 
tons, swinging from side to side with 
every wave and threatening to stave 
a hole in the vessel's stern. To save 
the ship and the Ives of those aboard 
of her it was necessary that the rud- 
der should not only be secured, but 
that it be again converted into a 
means of steering the ship. In other 
words, there were two dangers of 
equal importance—the breaking of the 
ship's plates and being driven ashore. 

The captain conceived a plan, but 
owing to the rolling of the ship did 
not consider its execution feasible. It 
was to make fast two chains, oue on 
each side of the stern, to a ring on 
the outer edge of the rudder. Had the 
vessel remained on an even keel this 
ring would have been about four feet 
under water. As she pitched some- 
times it was high In the air, sometimes 
far down below the surface. At the 
rudder’s rise a man could be lowered 
on to it in the hope that he might put 
the chains through the ring, but before 
he could do so he would be buried 
many feet in the brine. 

The captain lined the crew up on 
deck, told them of his plan, admitting 
that several men might be lost in the 
attempt, and called for volunteers. 
Half a minute passed before a man 
moved; then the convict stepped for- 
wird and said: 

“['d rather be drowned down there 
than go back to prison. I'll make an 
attempt.” 

“If you succeed,” said the captain, 
“you'll never return”to your stripes if 
I can help you.” 

One end of a rope was attached to 
the end of the mizzen boom, the other 


end being looped under the convict’s | 


shoulders. Just b@fore he was low- 
ered he sald: 

“Tell the world that I, Arnold Tur- 
ner, convicted of a bank defalcation, 
about €0 die, declare my innocence. 1 
know the guilty person, but decline, as 
I have always declined, to tell.” 

Turner stood on the gunwale and 
as the stern rose was quickly lowered 
with a wire rope and, perching him 
self on the rudder, endeavored to pass 
it through the ring. Before he could 
do so the stern descended, bearing him 
with it. Neeks were craned over the 
rail to see, when the rfidder rose again 
if he would still be there. Few be 
lieved that he would. But as the stern 
came up there he was, his knees press 
ing the vessel's sides, his hands clutch- 
ing the ring. 

A wave swung the rudder to star- 
board, and the man on it would have 
been dashed against the side of the 
ship had he not saved himself by 
throwing himself on the other side 
Before it was swung in the reverse 
direction down be went again toward 
the bottom of the ocean, When he 
came up, holding the ring by one hand, 
he tried to pass the rope through it, 
but the rudder was not still long 
enough for him to de so. He was not 
only becoming benumbed with the cold 
bath, but must be ever watchful to 
avoid being banged against the side 
of the vessel, which would, to say 
the least, have dislodged him. 

And so he continued to fight for the 
lives of the fifty or more people slow 
ly drifting teward the breakers, whose 
distant roar could now be faintly heard 
above that of the wind. Every time 
he was carried down he came up with 
shorter breath and more exhausted 
But every time he renewed his at- 
tempt to put the rope through the 
ring of the swaying rudder. Then, 
when he had failed and gone down 
again, on rising he let go the ring to 
rest, swinging, soaked with ice water 
and pierced by the cold wind. 

At last, watching his opportunity 
when the ship plunged and the stern 
rose, sWinging with the ring, be grasp- 
ed at it, caught it and this time passed 
the rope through ft.

Classes were being conducted by 
Mrs. Caroline Ball, the teacher, when 
the explosion came. Shrieks of pain 
from the boy, who had fallen bleed- 
ing to the floor, came almost simul- 
taneously with the report, and‘in a 
moment boys and girls were rushing 
for the doors. Mrs. Ball 
quieted them and then gave her at- 
tention to the boy as soon as she had 
prevented a panic. 

Besides having both the thumb and 
finger completely severed from his 
hand, there were many cuts en his 
face, and his left eye and hand were 
badly burned and scarred by the 
powder. 

Young Elwin was sent to the 
erville hospital in an ambulance. 
tors at first believed that 
was doubtful, but he has since im- 
proved and the doctors said last night 
that he would probably soon be well 
except for the permanent disfigure- 
ment of his right hand. 

It was supposed at first that Elwin 
had happened to find the cartridge 
which nearly cost him his life, but an 
examination of the pupils showed that 
practically all the boys in the class 
had been carrying cartridges about 
loosely in thefr pockets.

MILK FARMERS GAIN 
A PARTIAL VICTORY 


One Contractor to Pay Winter 
Prices Two Months More 


Boston, April 29.—H. P. Hood & 
Sons, one of the three big contractors 
who control the milk distribution of 
Boston, have conceded in part the 
demands of the farmers. They de- 
cided to give the winter price for 
milk, 33% cents, for the months of 
May and June. 

In this the Hood people have broken 
with the other big milk. contractors, 
who are insisting on 25% cents a can 
for the summer months. This con- 
cession has caused the farmers and 
producers to insist on the winter price 
for the entire summer. 

The business relations existing be- 
tween D. Whiting & Sons and C. 
Brigham company and the Hood peo- 
ple are such that a concession on the 
part of one would be very sure to be 
conceded by the others.
